Douglasites want the old two-faced Cincin- 
nati platform, while the sc/nth will not have 
it. The Douglas men are willing to take 
the Dred Scott decision, and whatever may 
hereafter be decided by the Supreme Court; 
the south is afraid of that. 
What if, in the 


dim hereafter, the court should decide that 
there is not nor can be any property in man ? 
Wouldn't that be a bad go for the south? 
They are not to be caught in that way.— 
Xothing but a plain, unequivocal acknowl- 
edgment of the duty of congressional inter- 
ference in behalf of slavery in the territo- 
ries will answer their purpose—except a 
candidate who is altogether southern, and 
whose opinions are known and approved by 
the south. Such a man they would take 
without any platform. 


The New York Herald thinks that the 


fiyht will begin upon the question of the 
admission of the seceding delegates, but be- 
lieves that the Douglas men will not dare 
to .-eject them. 
Inasmuch as this is th 


tnrmng point in the whole case, and if th 
xeceders are admitted Douglas cannot be 
nominated, it is obvious that the Douglas 
men rnusl make their fight on this proposi 
lion, and if they fail in their opposition they 
are defeated both as to 
I heir candidate and 


their platform. 
The Cincinnati Oaaotte 


says the following will lie the programme : 


When the seceding states are called, the 


seceders and the Douglas delegates will an 
swev. 
The chairman, Mr. Gushing, will of 


course recognise the seceders. 
Then the 


Douglas side will undertake to overrule the 
decision of the chair, and upon the result of 
thatmovemenleverythingwill depend. 
Th 


northwest will vote, mainly, against the de- 
cision of Gushing; but Xew York, New 
England and Pennsylvania will hardly go in 
that direction. 
If these delegations should 


fail to go this length for Douglas, the chair, 
of course, would be sustained, and the sece- 
ding delegates would retain their seats.— 
Thus the convention would be the same, 
with an unimportant exception, as the orig- 
inal Charleston body. 
Douglas' nomina- 


tion would, in that event, be impo.ssihlr. 


On the other hand, if the bogus delegates 


from the southern states are admitted, and 
the secoders excluded, then Douglas' nom- 
ination would be certain, if the convention 
does not, at this point, break up in a row. 
The New York Herald thus expatiates on 
this important ij : 


If the delegates from Richmond are not 


admitted, or if the new resolution of the 
southern men be not adopted, that will be 
the signal for the withdrawal of all the 
southern delegation, with about thirty of the 
New Yorl; delegation, thirty four of Penn- 
sylvania, one-half of Massachusetts, and 
perhaps some others. The seceders will 
then make a nomination and appeEil to the 
country. 
The delegates left behind will 


probably nominate Douglas; but it is cal- 
culated he cannot get an electoral vote, and 
that he will be defeated even in Illinois by 
Lincoln. 
Some here say that even in the 


event of the whole southern delegations se- 
ceding at Baltimore, Douglas will withdraw 
his name : but others say that he will fight 
to the bitter end. 


The grand point in the contest, therefore, 


will be upon the admission of the seceding 
delegates, and the fate of the "little giant" 
will depend upon this preliminary action of 
the convention. 
The irrepressible conflict 


will begin immediately after the opening 
prayer by the chaplain. 
Caleb Gushing, the 


^president of the convention, it is predicted 


will not recognize the irregulars from the 
south, and wilt only see the seceders. 
He 


is a dangerous man for the Dotiglasites. 


But if Douglas should be nominated il 


will not re-unite the broken ranks of the de 
raoeracy; and if a compromise candidate 
should be put forward, the Douglas men 
will throw down their arms and take to the 
imsh, 
ID any event, there will be a divi- 


ded party: and all this because they per 
initted the "nigger"' to get into their con 
vention at Charleston.

10 neglect nnd bad treatment of rattle— 
xposttre to cold, unwholesome food, crowd- 
ig in foul and filthy stables, and the priva- 
ons incident to their transportation bv 
ea; for I have yet to learn that, the disease 
as prevailed among the herds of careful 
feeders, either at home or abroad. 
If 


attle be fed through a long winter upon 
traw or bad hay, and exposed in rigorous 
limntes to rain, sleet, snow nnd intense 
rosts, for days, and perhaps nights, without 
belter, it cannot surprise us that under such 
xposure and destitution, lung fuvoi- and 
ther wasting diseases should prevail among 
bem to a calamitous extent. 


In-either of those conditions, when the. 


niraala become diseased and are not sep- 
rated, the disease assumes a malignity fa- 
al to all that respire the tainted atmosphere 
bat surrounds them, or eat or drink at the 
ame troughs; so far, then, is the disease 
pidemic, or contagions, if you please, and 
10 further; just as it would be dangerous 
or one to be exposed to the atmosphere of 
\ hospital where malignant diseases were 
oticentrated, while in the open, free air, at 
jut a short distance from the infected pla- 
es, there would be entire safety. 


I would recommend the following tveat- 


uent wjjen the disease has not run to an 
ncurable stage : 


'' One teaspoouful of the flour of sulphur 


o two teaspoonsful of pulverized charcoal 
pulverized charcoal found at the druggists 
(referred) mixed well together, nnd stirred 
ir mixed thoroughly among a quart of fresh 
.horts or bran, given twice a day. morning 
ind eveninjt, for from ten days to two 
veeks. 
Then twice a day (intermediate to 


he time of giving the sulphur and char- 
oal) give a mash composed of about a 
uart of oil-cake meal, or its equivalent in 
jruised or ground linseed, and two quarts 
f fresh shorts or bran—-less bran occasion- 
lly with its equivalent in oatmeal—the 
nash to be ma.de with boiling water, one 
0 two gallons, and well stirred, to prevent 
ts being lumpy, and to be given when luke- 
varm or nearly cold. 
This, with fresh cut 


rass, should constitute the food.

away, as the breathing of the animal upon 
t would render it unlit to be eaten.

1 tables or sheds should be dry and well ven- 
ilated, and disinfected frequently by sprink- 
ing them with plaster of Paris or copperas 
ater—the latter preferred, owing to the 


lustiness of the former. Hubbing, curry- 
ug or grooming must not be omitted. The 
comb, brush, or dry wisp must be freqnent- 
y applied, especially to the neck, throat

The rain storm of last evening felt west
